farm produce packages, it was an- 
nounced by John B, Dey, president 
of the organisation, and Grayson 
Whitehurst, secretary. 

In announcing approval of the 
project by the co-op's board of 
directors, Dey and Whitehurst in 
a statement said "there seems to 
be a genera* dissatisfaction with 
the price farmers have to pay for 
baskets at the present time." 

Whitehurst commented that 
from the standard price of ninety 
cents a dozen prevailing several 
years ago, baskets have risen to 
$2.75 a dozen. Although there 
were shortages during war years, 
they are manufactured in consid- 
erable number in this section of, 
Virginia and North Carolina. 

"At the meeting of the board of 
directors the necessary funds were 
subscribed," the statement said. 
"A committee has been appointed 
for the selection of a plant site." 
Whitehurst said the cooperative 
made baskets would cover require- 
ments of all Norfolk area groups, 
and would be made available to 
all planters caring to enter into 
the program. 

When originally chartered, the 
Princess Anne Foods, Inc., plan- 
ned immediately to build at a cost 
of $150,000 a food freezing and 
canning plant. (When it appeared, 
however, that an expenditure of 
$425,600 would be, necessary, the 
undertaking was delayed. \ ■

716 for 1947-48 was tentatively 
approved Monday by the board of

M. L. Goodman, auditor, in 
sketching the highlights of the 
proposed budget — approximately 
$120,000 higher than current fig- 
ures— noted that public instruc- 
tion and welfare costs will be up 
sharply, accounting for most of 

the increase. 

He said thaUthe school budget, 
as set up for the coming fiscal 
year, will total approximately 
$416,000, as compared to $317,000 
for the current period, while wel- 
fare costs will jump to $73,000 
from the present $58,000 alloca- 
tion. 
Higher Teachers Pay 

In explanation, however, he said 
that the proposed school budget 
includes a $17,000 item, represent- 
ing the increase in teachers' sala- 
ries accruing since the new sche- 
dule went into effect, and pointed 
out that the welfare budget in- 
cluded Federal and State assist- 
ance for the coming fiscal year. 

The board, holding its monthly 
meeting, was advised that a gen- 
eral increase in the school levy, 
ranging from $2.38 to the statu- 
tory maximum of $2.50 per hun- 
dred dollars valuation of county 
real, estate, wil be necessary to 
balance the budget. Estimated 
revenues for the new fiscal year, 
on the basis of increased taxation 
yet to be adopted, was placed at 
$772,774, as compared to current 
revenues expected to reach $623,- 
000 by June 30th. '

"A re- 
sent national survey showed that 
home canners who put up non-acid 
vegetables by the tot water bath 
method reported a hundred per cent 
greater rata of spoilage than thoee 
who used the pressure cooker

County Agent 
Advises Farmers 

There is a possibility for farm- 
ers to lose as much as 878.00 by 
planting one bushel of open-pol- 
linated corn, says County Agent 
H. W. Oalin. Experiment station 
tests show that, on the average, 
corn hybrids out-yleld open-polli- 
nated varieties by 13 per cent. 
That means that If a fanner's 
yield is 50 bushels per acre of op- 
en-pollinated corn he would gain 
6'a bushels per acre by planting 
hybrid corn. One bushel of corn 
will plant approximately 8 acres, 
which means* that on the 8 acres 
he would lose 52 bushels of corn. 
This 53 bushels at the present 
market price would mean a clear 
loss of 878.00. Due to the above 
figures can any farmer afford to 
plant open-pollinated corn in 1947 
and lose this money on their farm. 

Corn hybrids have other advan- 
tages than the inrceased yield. For, 
instance, they have a. strong stalk 
and root system that enables them 
to stand up better and withstand 
drought better than open-polli- 
nated corn. Also, the standing up 
ability makes harvesting much 
easier, especially where mechani- 
cal harvesters are to be used. 

Farmers In Princess Anne Coun- 
ty are urged to plant a recom- 
mended variety of corn hybrid, 
and one that Is adapted to our 
county, because If they don't they
